THE FIRE FIEND IN SHANGHAI. 


SERIOUS FIRES IN THE SET- 
TLEMENT. 
THRER FIRES IN 24 HOUR 


The Shanghos Mercury of the 27th inst. 
anys — 

It is seldom, fortunately, that the 
Fire Brigade ia called ont three 
times {n 24 hours in Sbooghoi, but 
this very unusual circumstanca hos now 
to bo recorded. On Saturday night the 
alarm rang about 10 o'olock for No. 1 Dis- 
trict, a fire having broken out in a atack of 
reeds between the Hanbury and Steward 
Road extonsions. ‘Theso stacka havo always 
been a great nuisance and source of no ine 
considerable danger, ard Inspector. Reed for 
along time. past has been making strenuous 
efforts to bave them removed, bringing their 
owners up regularly. at the Mixed Court, 
where small ‘foes have beeo inflicted and 
the owners ordered to remove the eteck toa 
safer distance from the houses. The owner 
of the stack which caught fire on Saturday 
night wos ordered last. week to remove the 
nulsanee, bat he had failed todo a0. When 
the,fire broke out the Chinese in the neigh- 
bourhood could very easily have put it out 
‘without the intervention of tho Brigade, but 
‘they stood around in their uiual helplessness 
when soythiog. bappeos, and did absulately 
nothiog until the fremsn arrived, by which 
time the flames had sommunicate: 
adjoining houses, three of which were 
burnt before miduight.. I¢ is elmost. a ‘pity 
that the flames wore not allowed to -apread 
over the whole. neighbourhood, whichis one 
of the most loathsome and diseagy-stricken 
purlious of the Settlement. The owner of 
the stacks ‘was arrested and was bronght to 
the Mixed Court to-day, where he was let 
off with a cauti.u, and warned that if he 
bullds-stacks again in the same place he will 
he severely dealt with. 

At2 p.m, yeaterday 5 second. fire. broke
